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NOTICE TO BROKERS 

Brokers and dealers should be aware that the Treasury Department has issued regulations to implement
Tltles I and II of PubliC Law 9l~508. the F,nanclal Record-Keeplng and Currency and Foreign Transactions 
Reporting Act of 1970. These regulations became effective on July 1, 1972. 

Among other things, these regulations impose on brokerage firms the obligation to obtain and retain a 
record of the SOCial securlty or taxpayer ,dent,f,cat,on number for each account opened by a Unlted States 
Citizen or resldent after July 1, 1972 (Sectlon 103.35A). The regulatlons also requlre reports by domestiC 
off,ces of finanCial lnstltutlons, lncludlng brokerage flrms, of currency transactions of more than $10,000 
(Sectlon 103.22). These regulations carry both C1Vll and crlmlnal penalties.

Publlcatlons Off,ce.
